There is a stro n g ten den cy in o u r 
day , among the mo re en lighten ed n a­ 
tio n s, n o t o n ly to ap p ro ach to ward 
tho se rep u blican in stitu tio n s which the 
p eo p le o f the Un ited States en jo y , bu t 
m ado p t so me fo rm o f u n io n , o r fe d e r­ 
atio n , in mo re o r less resp ects resemb­ 
lin g o u r o wn , 
Tii« * two great emp ires o f Cen tral 
Eu ro p e — German y 
an d 
Au stria- 
Hu n gary —hav e been co n v erted, within 
the p ast twen ty *fiv e y ears, in to federal 
u n io n s, in which eo eli co mp o n en t State 
man ages its lo cal affairs, while the 
co mmo n in terests an d defen ce o f the 
States o re man aged by tho Cen tral 
Go v ern men t. 
There is, mo reo v er, an activ e an d 
gro win g mo v emen t to fo rm the k in g­ 
do ms an d co lo n ies o f the British Em­ 
p ire in to a v ast federatio n , each to hav e 
its OW'D lo cal legislatu re to mak e lo cal 
law» an d regu latio n s, an d the Imp erial 
Parliamen t to deal with o bjects co m­ 
mon to all. 
A somewhat similar plan is proposed 
to bo carried out by the liv e turbulent 
little 
Central American 
republics, 
w hich lie close together between Mex ico 
and the Isthmus of Panama. 
Those 
Staten constituted the Central Ameri­ 
can Federation from 18 23, just after the 
Spanish rule had bcon thrown off, un­ 
til 18 39, when they flew into fragments, 
and set up, each for itself, an inde­ 
pendent gov ernment. 
One or tw'o attempts hav e been made 
since then to re-unito these little re­ 
publics. 
The last was that of Barrios, 
who was for many y ears Dictator of 
Guatemala, and who lost his life in the 
attempt. 
But now' a renewed effort, 
peaceable in its nature, has been made, 
and a treaty has already been accepted, 
forming a moro intimate tie between 
theso republics than has ex isted since 
18 39. 
This troaty prov ides that "perpetual 
peace shall ex ist between the republics; 
that all differences shall bo arranged; 
and that, in the ev ent of this prov ing 
impossible, such differences shall bo 
submitted to arbitration.” 
The ex ample of greater and more 
enlightened nations has thus had a 
good influence upon these little, jealous, 
and hitherto quarrelsome States, which 
hav e been from time to time domi­ 
neered ov er by military dictators, and 
can only take rank, at best, as semi- 
civ ilized communities. 
The fiv e States, ranged along tho 
coast of the Pacific and the Carribean 
Sea, from north to south, are Guate­ 
mala, Honduras, Salv ador, Nicaragua, 
and Costa Rica. 
All aro nominally republican and 
their gov ernments are modelled to some 
ex tent upon that of the United States. 
Each has a president and a legislativ e 
body of ono or two chambers. 
Of the fiv e republics, Guatemala is 
tbo largest and tbo most thriv ing, it& 
area nealAy fifty thousand square miles. 
Nex t in population is Salv ador, with 
six hundred 
and 
thirty 
thousand, 
though its area is much tho smallest of 
all. 
Theso little States hav e ln*d “ history ” 
in abundance. They hav e often l>een af­ 
flicted with civ il wars, and hav e also been 
often aroused, by jealousies, to conflicts 
with each other. 
They hav e been too 
prone to imitate, in these respects, 
their larger neighbor, Mex ico. 
It may be that now that they see the 
far greater blessings of concord and 
mutual co-operation, a brighter era is 
in store for them. 
They are so nearly 
our own neighbors, and they hav e so 
many industrial interests in common 
w ith us, that our cordial good wishes 
will attend their effort to put an end to 
the period of strife, and to dwell to­ 
gether in amity . 
In order to attain this end, it is alto­ 
gether probable that tho fiv e republics 
will soon adopt the federativ e form, 
leav ing each one still independent in 
dealing with its own affairs, and estab­ 
lishing a common ex ecutiv e and con­ 
gress for purposes of mutual defence 
and well-being. 
Such a result will cer­ 
tainly tend to ensure greater libortv 
and prosperity to each and all of them.

A certain writer declares that man is 
only a “ bundle of habits.” An inspired 
writer inquires: 
“ Can the Ethiopian

At any rate,

will go ov er the same fatal cataract to­ 
gether!

owner of the garden should catch or kill it 
he would be subject to a penalty . 
It m ud not be supposed that the great 
proprietors are alway s stingv * about their 
i game. 
On one of ti e estates of the Prince 
of Wales each poor man is allowed to come 
to the house ev ery day in the shooting 
season and get one labbit. 
He is per­

flu ctu atio n s. 
Th e ex isten ce o f th ese 
atmo sp h eric tides was first defin itely 
establish ed by th e o bserv atio n s o f th o 
laic, Fro f. Dan iell, bu t if th o se min u te 
tides in flu en ced th e weath er in th e 
sligh test degree it mu st ch an ge twico a 
day —a su p p o sitio n to o ridicu lo u s to 
merit n o tice.

The Modern French Estimate of Napoleon. 
It h as n o t 
been difficu lt o f late y ears 
to co llect co n temp o rary p rin ts o f th e 
First Nap o leo n . 
It may h av e been 
o th erwise u n der th e Seco n d Emp ire— 
p ro bably it 
was—bu t sin ce th o estab­ 
lish men t o f th e Th ird Rep u blic it h as 
been easy en o u gh . 
Th is h isto ry o f Na­ 
p o leo n ’s p restige in 
Franco may bo to ld 
in a few words. 
Napoleon’s personal force was so 
great, and he had so identified him self 
with France, that, in spite of the reac­ 
tion consequent on the Restoration of 
Louis X V III., the French people, us a 
whole, accepted him and glorified him 
as the national hero. 
His fame, and 
the magical influence of his name, suf­ 
fered little ev en from the recollections 
of Leipsie and Waterloo; his reputa­ 
tion, in fact, increased steadily all 
through the period of tho rule of the 
returned Bourbons, and at no time was 
m-ue potent than in the reign of Louis 
Philippe. 
In his day Napoleon’s re­ 
mains 
were brought hack from St. 
Helena, and interred, with great pomp, 
in the Inv alides. 
The shops of Paris 
were full of pictures of his battles, of 
portraits of him and of his marshals. 
Up to the Rev olution of 18 4 8 , Napo­ 
leon’s gov ernment 
and 
policy were 
alway s, in the popular mind, opposed 
to the policy and gov ernment of the 
Bourbons. 
He stood, for tho principle 
of the national w ill; they —-the older 
branch, of course, more particularly -- 
for the principle of div ine right 
After 
the deposition of Louis Philippe, the 
tremendous influence 
of 
Napoleon’s 
name carried Prince Louis into the 


ch air o f th e Presiden t o f th e n ew Re» 
p u blic by an o v erwh elmin g majo rity , 
in sp ite o f ev ery th in g th at th e Go v ern ­ 
men t co u ld do to p rev en t it. 
Bu t fro m 
th at mo men t a n ew ch ap ter began . 
Nap o leo n was n o w n o lo n ger, 
in th e 
min ds o f th o Fren ch p eo p le, jp ln eed 
in 
co n trast with th e Bo u rbo n h in gs, bu t 
with th e Rep u blic, 
Th e 
co u p d 'eta t 
o f December 2, 1851, embittered th e 
Rep u blican s again st th o u n cle almo st 
as mu ch as again st th e n ep h o w, fo r it 
was by th e u n cle’s n amo th at th ® 
n ep h ew h ad wo n . 
Hen ce came a sy s­

After a while bis friends suc- 
ceedod in getting a pa rdon for him from 
the president, a nd lie returned to Boston, 
where lie now resides—wea lthy , ha ppy 
a nd respected. 
lie told this story to liis 
old friend, who told it to me. As for the
